Free German 
Leader Calls for 
East-West Pact

West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer ar­ 
rives today for private conferences 
and to participate in events mark­ 
ing the end of Columbia Univer­ 
sity's year long bicentennial cele­ 
bration 
The 78 year old free German 
leader was scheduled to arrive from 
Washington shortly before noon in 
a special U. S Air Force plane 
Adenauer’s two-day stay in New' 
York will conclude his visit in the 
United States, during which he con-; 
ferrcd with President Eisenhower, 
Secretary of 
State

Foster 
Dulles, and other U. S. leaders.

In an address in Washington Fri­ 
day, he called for an East W est 
non aggression treaty w hich would 
climax a “groat and proud’’ four- 
point plan for world peace. But he 
said the tree world would have to 
move ahead on the peace program

fused to disclose what action he

Sheppard is charged with

Ohio. 
Manning, a dapper, dark haired 
real estate salesm an and the fa 
ther of three children, was one of 
the last juror* selected 
Manning was arrested Nov. 5, 
1943 on the morals chai go, con­ 
victed and given a six months sus 
pended sentence 
Manning was not asked if he had 
ever been convicted of anything 
during his examination as a pro­ 
spective juror 
Conviction 
on a 
misdemeanor 
does not disqualify one from jury 
duty.
